1. 1000 MAJ SMITH BRIT MIS CALLED AND ASKED IF WE WERE 
HAVING RIOT AT niJR MISSIQN HOUSE. HE STATED CROWDS AT BRITISH 
HOUSE IN POTSDAM WERE THROWING ROCKS AND RIOTING, SIMULTANEOUS. 
LY LT COL STAIGER REPORTED SGT HORST STATED BY PHONE LARGE 
CROWD OF GERMANS WERE AT OUR HOUSE IN POTSDAM PUSHING THROUGH 
THE GATES CHANTING AND THROWING ROCKS. 

2. IOO5 SERB WAS CALLED. ONLY LT ALMOV WAS PRESENT. HE WAS 
INFORMED OF SITUATION AND IMMEDIATE HELP TO PROTECT MISSION 
PROPERTY AND PERSONNEL WAS REQUESTED, HE SAID -HE WOULD PASS

6. TOUR LEFT KOMMANDATURA AT 10^0 LED BY TWO DUTY 
OFFICERS l"N POBEDA ARRIVING AT ENTRANCE TO MISSION ROAD AT 
1045. ROADS IN THE AREA WERE JAMMED WITH 1000 OR MORE PEOPLE. 
OBSERVED PARKED ON THE ACCESS ROADS WERE AT LEAST ]k BUSES 
AND SIX TRUCKS WHICH APPARENTLY HAD BROUGHT THE DEMONSTRATORS. 
AS THE TW0*"MISS'ION CARS MOVED THRU CROWD LED BY THE POBEDA 
OCCUPIED BY THREE RUSSIANS, CROWD BECAME VIOLENT, SPIT ON CARS, 
CRIED PFUI, AND WHEN CARS WERE FORCED TO STOP THEY DESCENDED 
EN MASSE ON THE TWO CARS. THEY ATTEMPTED TO OVERTURN CARS, 
SMASHED CAR WINDOWS, AND WINDSHIELDS, HURTLING INSULTS AND 
ROCKS AT THE OFFICERS. COL MCQUA I L ORDERED CARS TO MOVE FOR- 
WARD AS ROAD TO MISSION HOUSE WAS BLOCKED BY TRUCKS. VEHICLES 
PUSHED ASIDE CROWD. TO REMAIN STATIONARY WOULD HAVE BEEN 
DISASTEROUS. CHAIN AFTER CHAIN OF DEMONSTRATORS, ARMS LINKED, 
STOOD IN FRONT OF CARS AND THE CARS PUSHED THE CHAINS APART. 
THE SOVIET POBEDA HAD PULLED OFF TO SIDE OF ROAD. THE DUTY 
OFFICERS MADE NO OVERT EFFORT TO STOP DEMONSTRATORS. INSTEAD 
OF TURNING' INTO' Ml SSI ON ROAD WHICH WAS JAMMED WITH TRUCKS AND 
DEMONSTRATORS, COL MCQUA I L ORDERED CARS TO PROCEED TOWARD 
KRAMPNITZ. THE SOVIET CAR REMAINED BEHIND. ONE ENTHUSIASTIC 
DEMONSTRATOR STOOD IN MIDDLE OF ROAD, BARED CHEST TO ONCOMING 
MISSION VEHICLE AND JUMPED ONTO THE HOOD AND THENCE TO THE 
ROOF. HE SMASHED IN WINDSHIELD, TORE OFF WIPER, AND ONLY WITH 
DIFFICULTY-WAS HE DISLODGED FROM HIS PERCH. 

7. THE "MISSION VEHICLES ARRIVED AT KRAMPNITZ HEAD- 
QUARTERS TENTH "GUARDS TANK DIV AT 1055. COL MCQUA I L REQUESTED 
TO SPEAK TO DUTY OFFICER, COL MCQUA I L WAS NOT ALLOWED INSIDE. 
AT THIS TfME THE POBEDA WHICH HAD ESCORTED THE CARS FM POTSDAM 
TO MISSION HOUSE ARRIVED AND THE. TWO SOVIET DUTY OFFICERS RAN 
INSIDE NOT STOPPING TO SAY A WORD. THE DUTY OFFICER CAME OUT 
AND COL MCQUAIL STATED HE WOULD LIKE TO USE THE PHONE. HE 
STATED HE WOULD TALK TO HIS COMMANDING OFFICER ABOUT IT. SHORTLY 
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THEREAFTER" "TWO FULL COLONELS CAME OUT AND IN A CONVERSATION
